the phraseology in which it is conveyed ? Every critic basa style of bis own: 
One is bitter and sarcastic; another is playful and ironical ; a third is dignified 
and orgumentative, and between them there are ¢*o many gradations that it is 
all but impossible to draw a line of demarcation except where the law has 
drawn it. What is offensive to an over-sensitive individual or the friends of 
the persons criticised may by others be ascribed to the peculiarity of the style 
and temper of the critic. Persons holding a public pesition must not be too 
thin-skinned. If they are they had better retire into the obscurity of privacy. 
An Editor's duty is chiefly to sit in judgment on the contents of letters addressed 
to him for insertion. It is the criticism which they convey which is the 
kernel. All the rest is husk and emballage which he casts off mentally as he 
expects the judicious reader will do likewise.” Mr. Samuel pleases us more as 
a dramatic or descriptive writer than asa critic of the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
but we consider it to be our duty to permit in our columns the utmost froedom

INTEREST AND USURY. 

The. spirited correspondence, which has recently been published in the 
pages of the Contemporary Iteview, between the Bishop of Manchester and 
Mr. Ruskin, on the above subject, presents to us the issues it opens up in 
a very clear light. Ie a distinction drawn or implied in the Bible between usury 
and interest, so that, the most religious persons might regard commercial deal- 
ings involving the latter practice as permitted? The Bishop of Manchester 
answers in the affirmative, and even goes 80 far as to say that interest. trans- 
actions are beneficial to the common weal, in developing the industrial energies 


ofa country. Mr. Ruskio takes the opposite view, with which few persons will 


be found to coincide, that to accept the stuallest fraction of interest for the use 


of capital is a flagrant violation of Biblical law. What i is the tendency of Jewish 
| teaching on this question ? Tlie principal loci classici i in Scripture, referring to 
the subject are Exodus xxii., 


26, and Deuteronomy: xxiii, 21.. In the former it 


was prohibited to Jend the poor Israelite ‘as a usurer ;” “ Thou shalt not lay 


him upon usury.” The latter enacted, “ Untoa straciger: thou mayest lend on 


usury, but unto thy brother thou shalt not lend on usury. ” These paseages have 


given rise to many misconceptions, one of which is due to the Elizabethan 


of the. English v word usury,” ‘which meant formerly any interest whatever— 
payment for the “ use ” of money. That these passages have reference tothe 


mere exaction of interest, and not of usury only is made still more clear by a ae 


reference to rabbinical legislation. The doctors of the Talmud carried the 
| Biblical principle to its utmost development and prohibited two kinds of interest toe 
a fixed rate of interest, and M'37 any act which had the slightest 
‘semblance of being a return for the usé of anything. “The principal difficulty ~~ 


which has arisen in the interpretation | of these passages, is in regard to the dis- 


tinction which the Law sanctions in dealing with an Israelite and non-Israelite, — 
a difference which appears on the face of it to be ‘unjust, and unworthy of a — 
| high-principled legislation, However, if these passages be rightly understood, 
| not only i is this distinction satisfactorily explained, but our duty under all circum-— 
~ gtances is seen to be clearly defined.

- liye with thee. Thou shalt take no usury of him or increase ; but fear the Lord.” 
‘This point is too often over-looked. ‘It is evident, therefore, that in an ordinary | 
- eommercial transaction, the paying and taking of interest is not prohibited. 
: ‘Indeed, the whole system of commerce throughout the world is founded on the 7 
- principle that money is capable of yielding profit in the same way as any other 
‘commodity. If this principle were not acknowledged, the productive industries of | 
the country would, as the Bishop of Manchester points out, be totally destroyed. | 


But the case of a poor man, be he J ew or Gentile, who stands in need of the 


timely assistance of a loan is wholly different. The exaction of interest, instead 
of being an advantage to him, nearly always presses hard on him, and when it 
is levied at usurious rates actually paralyses his energies and crushes him — 
‘beneath its own iron weight. It is needless to point out that Jews who 


live by the hateful profession of money-lending, and grind down the poor 


of whatever creed, by their usurious exactions, distinctly violate the merciful |. 


principles of the Mosaic legislation. No argument can be adduced in palliation 
of such dealings. Jews, in this country at least, are not shut out from honourable 
callings, and despicable indeed must be the greed for gold which can cause any of 
them to prey uponthe misfortunes of the needy. When we, for a moment, consider 
how tender a regard Moses showed for the feelings of the unfortunate debtor, how 
he prohibited the creditor from taking any implements of trade in deposit, and 
commanded him to restore the poor man’s pledged raiment every night, at 
the same time prohibiting him from crossing the threshold of lig clicnt’s 


house; when we consider in what a humane spirit these enactinents were 


framed, our hottest indignation is aroused against those Jews who profess to 
abide by the Mosaic legislation, and yet set such precepts. at defiance. The 
finger of scorn cannot be pointed too opprobriously at those who are guilty of 
such malpractices, They should be regarded as the black sheep of the com- 
munity, and society, in self-defence, should ostracise the men who so seriously 
affect its well-being. If the hard-hearted usarer is not catlous to all social 
considerations above money-making, the voice of public opinion may with 
advantage make itself lieard in condemnation of his loathsome practices.

Colago, M. Emanuel, E. A. Franklin, H. Harris, H. A. Israel, M. Jaffé, J. D. Rosenthal, 


Mr. SAMUEL MONTAGU drew attention to the circumstance that if the seventh 


day of Passover (April 2) were appointed for the holding of any of the ensuing 


elections the Jews would be unable to vote if. the polling stations were beyond 


walking distance.

Mr. 1. HAkniIs and the CHAIRMAN objected to any action being taken by the Board. 


Mr. MontaGu eaid that if the election in the City, for instance, were fixed for 


April 2nd or 3rd, the Jews, nearly all of whom lived at a distance, would. be prac- 
tically disfranchised. Mr. Lewis EMANUEL, the Solicitor and Secretary, called 
attention to the clause in the Ballot Act which provided for the marking of the 
ballot paper on behalf of Jewa on Sabbaths.

‘THE EDUCATIONAL QUESTION. 


Spats We.are approaching the latter end of the nineteenth century, which prides 
— itgelf, as did all ite fifty-six predecessors, on being the most civilized century 
- gince the commencement of the world. We are living inan age in which edu- | 
pation is, rightly, considered as the truest means of enlightenment and progress. 
‘We Jews, especially, consider that we are somewhat ahead of the rest of the 
population of Europe in general, as regards culture, Can it be believed that a 
 gection of the Rabbis of Jerusalem are permitted to impede and hamper all 
- efforts to improve the educational condition of their flock, and that there are 
_ persons of influence, in cultivated Europe, who are found to encourage, aid and 
abet them? Not that I wish to infer for one moment that I undervalue 
the propriety of the study of Hebrew, and especially of the sacred writings and 
ofthe Talmud. Traveiling in the East, one feels of what great importance it 
would be were all Jews to have the freemasonry and bond of union of a common 
jiving language ; and conversing with the Jews of Jerusalem, and, especially, 


with the conversionists, one feels the shame of not thoroughly knowing one’s 


own Law and traditions. But a man cannot live by religious. study alone, nor 
_hasit ever been a doctrine of our faith that due regard should not be given to 


proper worldly interests, | 
~ Tt must be owned that the Ashkenazim Rabbis have the ‘courage of their 
opinions. Their very skill in the Talmud makes them niasters of logical

At the same time, the study of Hebrew, the Bible and the Talmud, must be 
carricd on concurrently, and those boys who show most marked aptitude should 
be educated, and subsidized during their education for the Rabbinate. Vere is

RoUMANIA.—The following order just issued by the Roumanian Government, 
indicates that active steps will be taken to hamper as much as possible the 
position of these Jews who have not yet been able to procure naturalization,
